REVISIONS NEEDED 

Dépression Hns Caused De- 
cline in Income' of 
Primary Producers 

Revealing a serious dislocation in 
our economic structure, due to tho 
unequal distribution of purchasing 
power, M. H. Carl Goldenberg, local 
lawyer and ."siss'onal lecturer in Eco- 
nomics at McCill, addressed the Mont- 
real branch of the i Klwanis yesterday 
noon at their weekly Ipncheon in the 
Windsor Hotel. His subject , was "Ca- 
nadian Problems and the New Deal" 

A solution of this dangerous situa- 
tion, in the opinion of the speaker, is 
found In a number of measures de- 
signed to restore ttie balance M 
pmhiising power among the various 
classes and sections of Canada. Ihe 
first of these would be an Inimediate 
réduction in interest rates, to be fol- 
lowed by. a reWsion of our 'tariff stnic- 
tiue with a view, of runovlnjr abuses 
and aiding our primary export indus- 
tries and finally a readjustment of 
taxation , on the basis of the ability of 
the tax-payer to pay. Such • new 
deal must also aim to improve work- 
ing conditions. . . ' 

Serlou Defect 

The priuctpareffept of the. delu- 
sion is the great decline of . the income 
of the primary producers. Canada is 
still dependent upon the export of 
her raw materials for the bulk of her 
revenue, and certain heavy fixed 
ehuges must be met out of the pro- 
ceeds of the natiGmunliincbm^ On the 
other 'hand incomeé^f mortgagees, 
creditors and bondholders, fixed by 
contract, have remaii;cd stable. The 
result is unfair and involves a certain 
defect in our economic structure. 

The need of the hour is the re- 
openinji^^yt^torlM in order., to give 
empI^mnt^miSt'IÎ' return of prof itable 
operations In farming. Such an event 
is not possible so ' long ^s the pur- 
chasing 7 power' is' unequally- ' divided.' 
The fanner cannot buy products of 
the factory wliosè prices, are protected 
by tariffs, while^^h^^^ prices are 
declining in woridilm^eti^. 

New Deal 

The proposed new deal is gohig.to 
bring. Canada up to the level of other 
industrial countries, a step which is 
long 'past due, declared Mr, Golden- 
berg.

Vastness Of Roman 
Empire Considered 
As Military 'Feat 

Professor . McCyllagh Guest 
Speaker at Mechanics* 
Institute 

UNUSUAL SLIDES 

Great Antiquity of Algerian 
Remains Cited 

An illustrated address on the Roman 
Empire was given lasS night at the 
Mechanics* Institute by Professor P. F. 
McCullagh, Assistant Professor of 
Classics at McGUl, The speaker, in- 
troduced by Mr. B. McG. Quirk, said 
that his Intention was to give a brief 
and sketchy idea of the Rome of eigh- 
teen centuries ago, wtibse main claim 
to immortality and admlntlon Is that 
it gave its large empire whichicxtend- 
ed:.oyer such a .vast' area -iwo^cent^ 
of peace,' à fascinating period in ito 
history. It Is surprising how tremen- 
dous -was the importance of the east- 
cm Mediterranean coimtries hi spread- 
ing their culture, the chief centres of 
this culture being Greece and the Asi- 
atic coast. When we consider the vast- 
ness of the Roman Empire, we must, 
realize that only' the greatest skill in 
military organization could hold to- 
gether a political unit of this kind. 
One of - the most curious things about 
the Itomaa inlUtary system was thé 
great, mixture of races, tongues, and 
creeds which comprised it. 

Road Unbroken 

The first countrjjgJe^t^wiili was 
Roman Britain. Se^^^^ms of the 
extraordinary - wall ' '&''^:^ÊÊai^m, 
shown. This wall,' cbhsënii^'^UMut 
the year\ 120 A.D., extended from sea 
to sea for about 73 miles, but a great 
deal of it has disappeared; the best 
traces are now , found between' New- 
castle . and Çarlylë. . The inost surprls- 
iM^l^tng about it to the modem visitor 
sStiwmwi that the road was st6pped 
by no obstacles but continues in an 
unbroketi line. The Romans built up 
a wonderful . série» oi;:i;^']S.^di^ 
which many 'milestones can still be" 
seen. Of course the whole of Roman 
3rltalh: was. not miUtaiy-r-the^RCfnana 
had- many pe'aceaible interests inolud 
Ing heating, and one of the bait sys 
terns is to be seen at the Roman 
villa at ChedwOTth, and the modern 
town of Bath allows springs used by 
the Romans, as well as examples of 
m<)saic pavement and pottery. One of 
the most curious relics in Britain from 
the Roman occupation is a tiny morsel

The conception of economic de- 
pendency held by many people today 
la that which has held sway for many 
centuries, the speaker contimied. 
Economic dependency is i-egarded^ as 
a disgraceful condiUœi. resulting from 
a laziness and a.dlsiiiclg^^|bn the 
part .of the linempiby StE^^^d w^o- 
mari to work.^ y/e >mu^»BJwSlmind 
of this* idea it we are to find a solu- 
tion to, the problems ' of economic de- 
pendency. 

, Qnoted Figures . ' 

While asserting the InablUty of fig- 
ures to present a true -picture of tlie 
situation. Miss Taylor reported tliat 
there were 40,000 families and 10,000 
single persons in Montreal dependent 
.upon dbrect relief. Each person re- 
ceives $1.65 per week for food and 15 
cents for clothing, while mai-ried 
couples receive $2.45. for food, 90 cents 
for fuel, and 30 cent,s for clothes. From 
these f lgtu«s it may be seen tliat it is 
impossible for tlieso people to maintain 
a' standard of living which includes 
health and decency.

the loss of^moraîl^âml self r^pect on 
the part of, the man or woman who 
must accept relief.
